Families Given More Choice 
In Moving Household Goods 


WASHINGTON. — The Defense 
Department issued its long-awaited 
revision’ of the household goods 
transportation directive this week. 
Changes represent a compromise 
between those who wanted “free 
choice” for all service members 
with goods to move and those who 
wanted to maintain the status quo. 

Effect of the new changes is to 
inject .an-element of choice for 
individuals whose. household goods 
are being moved and to set up a 
system of competition based on 
quality of service as much or more 
than on charges to the government 
among moving companies.

FORT BENJAMIN HAR- 
RISON, Ind. — Results of the 
first round of MOS retesting 
held in November will be an- 
nounced by the Army before 
Christmas to tell 8500 enlisted 
personnel holding P-1 extra 
pay whether they will be able 
to keep it.

in male personnel.

According to this survey, 50.36 
percent of the male members of the 
Army are married.

NEW YORK—Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor this week called 
for a major overhaul of America’s military machine, includ- 
ing a new method of preparing the military budget and 
abolition of the Joint Chiefs of Staff.

In a signed article in Look 
magazine, the former Army Chief 
ef Staff called for a “fundamental 
overhaul” of our military strategy. | 
He recommended: 

® The National Security Coun- | 
¢il should lay out a basic policy | 
that says what it means. This coun- 
cil, which meets each Thursday. in 
the White House, consists of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, Vice President 
Nixon and several top officials. The 
council’s strategic policy has been 
so fuzzy, Taylor writes, that it 
means all things to all people. 

@ The Joint Chiefs of Staff 
should be dissolved, to be replaced 
by a single Defense Chief of Staff 
who would be the senior military 
officer of the U.S. government. 

@ The budget should be devel- 
oped on the basis of requirements 
for military operations and func- 
tions, and not on the basis of 
allocations to the Army, Navy and 
Air Force. |

Subleasing of Quarters Okayed 

WASHINGTON—Servicemen who pay rent for 
their quarters and want to sublet them while they 
are temporarily absent can do so and charge what- 
ever rent the sublessee is willing to pay. 

This ruling was handed down recently by the 
Comptroller General (Decision B-140917) as an ad- 
vance decision for the services, 

Involved are quarters the government rents to 
either military or civilian members. Specifically 
the services asked about Lanham Act type quarters 
where the services use the housing but the soldiers 
collect quarters money and then pay it back in rent 
This is distinct from pure government quarters where 
ithe soldiers simply lose quarters money while they 
are occupying the housing. 

The Comptroller ruled that there was nothing 
prevent the occupant from subletting while he is 
away. Nor, would either the original renter or the 
sublessee lose his quarters money as a result 

How much can be charged on a sub-rent deal is 


to 


also not restricted, the Comptroller said. There is 
nothing that requires the original renter to charge 
the same rent he pays the government or less. If 
he can get more, it is strictly between him and his 
fuccessor. 


Reemployment Right Upheld 
Army veterans who wish to return to their old 
pre-service jobs should apply for reinstatement re- 
gardless of the type of discharge they received at 


separation, Justice Department officials pointed out 
ihis week. 

Justice noted that present Selective Service laws 
give ex-servicemen with “satisfactory” service rec- 


ords 90 days to apply for reinstatement, and up to 
one year if hospitalized because of a service-connected 
disability or ailment. 

Justice, basing. its interpretation on a recent 
District Court ruling, said that a veteran who receives 
an “other than honorable” discharge at separation 
and who later has it changed to “general” is @ligible 
for vet job rights protection if the new designation 
is retroactive. 


District Court Judge Albert V. Bryan, in the 
case of Donald W. Robertson versus the Richmond, 


Fredericksburg and Potomac Railroad Co., ruled 
that any retroactive change in a veteran’s discharge 
nakes the original designation erroneous.

Army Gets New Atomic Reactor 
Medical Research 


For Use in 


WASHINGTON — An opportun- 
ity to explore the wide vistas of 
atomic medicine will be possible 
with. the soon-to-be acquired 
50,000-watt medical research nu- 
clear reactor by-the Walter Reed 
Army Institute of Research. 


Probably the most dramatic and 
significant experiments to be con- 
ducted at WRAIR will be con- 
cerned with the effects of atomic 
radiation on living organisms. The 
plant will also be available later 
on for treatment of general hospi- 
tal patients. 


This reactor is capable of sim- 
ulating aspects of minor A-bomb 
explosions. The radiation it pro- 
duces will be applied to animals 
and its effects will subsequently 
be measured and evaluated. 


Results of these pioneer testing 
procedures are expected to be of 
vital importance to workers in 
atomic plants and, in the event of 
a future war, researchers here will 
be closer to finding antidotes and 
drugs for the treatment of radia- 
tion exposure cases.

AN EXAMPLE of the medical 
research reactor’s ability to sim- 
ulate an explosion here can best be 
understood by comparing the out- 


put of X-rays — ordinary radiation 


source with it: an X-ray throws off 
5000 roentgens an hour while the 
WRAIR reactor will be capable, of 
generating one million roentgens 
of gamma rays in an hour.

ONE OF the scientific agencies 
employed by CDEC is the Stanford 
Research Institute (SRI). Within 
a building of SRI reposes an elec- 
tronic brain called Recomp II. 
This unit, composed of five com- 
ponents, is used in the Replay 
Svstem of previously conducted 
CDEC field experiments. The Re- 
play System reconstructs combat 
situations and events exactly as 
they happened on the experimen- 
tal battlefields. This system pro- 
vides complete data to military 
and scientific personnel, and af- 
fords an opportunity to make a 
thorough analysis of these experi- 
ments. 

Unique in many ways, Recomp 
Il, the electronic brain, is a gen- 
eral purpose, all-transistor, single 
address, digital computer built by 
North American Aviation’s Auto- 
netics Division. Recomp II is 
capable of solving problems of ex- 
treme complexity with split-second 
rapidity. 

Remarkably small in size, Re- 
comp II is a compact version of the 
mammouth electronic brains used 


by science and industry today.

THE FIVE components of Re- 
comp II consist of a computer and 
memory disc, photoelectric tape 
reader, typewriter, tape punch, 
and console.

A tape, coded with the problem 
solution plan, or program, is placed 
into the computer through the 
photoelectric reader. Applicable 
data is then fed into Recomp II 
either with the console keyboard 
or typewriter keyboard, or on 
punched tape. Rapidly and ac- 
curately, the computer then solves 
the problem and delivers the an- 
swer via the typewriter or a 
punched tape, and visual readout 
on the console.

Despite the 
hail of missiles and insults, the 
Army men held themselves under 
strict control in_ ranks. No shots 
wete fired by the troops. 

Canal Zone Gov. W. E. Potter 
commended the operation of the 
troops and other Caribbean Com- 
mand personnel involved. He said 
that the military forces “remained 
cakm, soldierly and effective 
throughout a most trying situa- 
tion.”

A Housing Plan 


A “SHORT TERM” solution to the ever- 
present housing problem is available, 
with Congressional authorization, by the 
simple extension of a program already suc- 
cessful. 

The Army has been able to rent homes 
for missile battery commanders, first ser- 
geants, and so forth. These are assigned as 
public quarters with the occupant giving 
up his quarters allowance. 





Advantage to the individual is that he 


knows when he arrives at the ARADCOM 
battery site that quarters will be available 
for him and his family within three to five 
minutes of the site (if he is one of the 
five to seven “key personnel” to whom 
such quarters are assigned), and he knows 
that the quarters will meet the minimum 
standards for his grade. 

Advantage to the owner is guaranteed 
occupancy of the rental housing, cutting 
down potential losses between tenants. 

And the advantage to the Army is that 
it is sure of keeping to its policy of pro- 
viding quarters to key personnel. 

It has been proposed that this policy 
be extended to include duty other than 
with missile units when the potential oc- 
cupants are assigned to areas far from a 
military installation. 

Reasoning behind this is that some men 
look for the least expensive housing when 
assigned away from a military installation, 
housing which puts them in such neighbor- 
hoods that #heir addresses reflect unfavor- 
ably on the type of man each is and, by ex- 
tension, on the Army. 

Conversely other men when assigned to 
duty “on their own” overextend them- 
selves to provide the best possible atmos- 
phere for their families, or in order to get 
quarters large enough to accommodate 
their families. This too is bad. 

But we see no reason for limiting the 
program solely to “isolated” duty areas. 

At present, individuals unable to get 
quarters on a post are forced to rent or buy 
off-post. And there are many posts where 
there are no permanent quarters on the 
post or where they are very limited. 

At the same time, the Army is faced 
with the problem of closing posts, many 
designated as permanent ones. At other 
installations there is no permanent hous- 
ing, even for the post commander and his 
key people (Fort Polk, closed last year, 
comes to mind). 

It seems to us that there are thus many 
situations—inability to get funds for Cape- 
hart construction, uncertainty as to the 
long-range future of a post, desire to pro- 
vide better housing for a short (say five- 
year) period at an installation which may 
not shut down—but which may be reduced 
in size—where the Army could meet its 
housing requirements by renting quarters 
for assignment. 

In doing so, lease contracts would have 
to be written that would provide for pay- 
ment of a settlement if the housing be- 
came surplus before the lease term ex- 
pired. But this is better than the unhappy 
situation at Fort Polk where hundreds of 
men are faced with mortgage payments 
for houses they can neither occupy non rent 
out, or with foreclosure which will cost 
them and the banks that financed the 
houses they were buying. 

Adequate housing continues to be a 
major morale problem, though less than it 
was five years ago. It seems to us that it is 
worthwhile for the Army to explore with 
Congress this possible way of alleviating 
this problem.

How to Rate Officers

Wwy has every attempt of the Army to 
date to devise a valid evaluation sys- 
tem been a flat failure? 


A. The system purports to do “scien- 
tifically” something that, at this point of 
time, cannot be done, i.e., line men up in 
order of leadership ability the way they 
can be lined up according to height. 

B. The system is based on some false 
basic assumptions, and for that reason is 
doomed to failure. Some of these false 
assumptions are: 

1. That officers do counsel their juniors. 
I have never been “counselled” in 28 years 
of service. That’s about the answer I 
get from all officers whom I question. 
If counselling of his assistants is neces- 
sary for a “good leader” then the Army is 
full of lousy ones. 

2. That we know how to “teach” lea- 
dership like we teach mathematics and 
consequently the state of a man’s knowl- 
edge can be determined by observation 
and examination. 

3. That every rater is using the same 
standards. The word “evaluation” im- 
plies a comparison with an established 
standard. A survey party “evaluates” the 
length of a baseline against the standard 
— “meter”. The final authority on the 
length of a meter is a platinum bar in the 
Bank of France when the bar is at 32-de- 
grees F. The meter is a very accurate 
standard. And a hundred survey parties 
can measure the same base line inde- 
pendently and come up with almost the 
same (but not quite) answer. Any effi- 
ciency report is never more than an 
opinion, because we have,no agreed stand- 
ards. 

4. That you can “evaluate” an officer 
with only a 60 day observation. (After

that period you must make out a full re- 
port.) I keep learning things about 
people that I have worked with for years. 
Even six months is hardly adequate and 
then only if the evaluator works at it. 

5. That the Army must have an’ evalu- 
ation system. “Desirable” as an evalu- 
ation systém may be, no system is better 
than a patently invalid one. I would have 
a hard time getting my base line measured 
if every survey party was entitled to an 
“opinion” of what is the length of a meter. 

7. * * 


C. THE EFFICIENCY report focuses 
its attention on how the officer is doing 
this particular job. We seem to forget 
that the Army is now in a “training” situa- 
tion. Therefore a large part of any evalu- 
ation should be consideration of what the 
officer is learning; what he is doing to 
develop himself — to “grow.” 


And just as important: what has the 
rater done to encourage, promote, and 
stimulate “growth” — to “train” the rated 
officer? There is no difficulty in being 
factual about this, if the facts have oc- 
curred. 


In my opinion a “professional” en- 
listed man should not be promoted to 
squad leader until he “knows how” to 
be a platoon sergeant. He should not 
be promoted to E-9 until he is qualified 
to command a company in war.

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Doesnt Like Methods 
Used in Fund Drives 

SOUTHERN. POST:.It is with 
great pleasure that I send you 
my thanks for your editorial of 
24 October, “Give—or it Hurts.” 

Your insight to the ever-pres- 
ent unpleasant, znmilitary in- 
timidation of juniors each ‘time 
a fund drive is conducted is un- 
usual. In my own experience I 
ean recall only a few fund-rais- 
ing campaigns that in fact did 
not totally intimidate all juniors 
that had any desire at all to re- 
main in the service. 

In an-Army where tact and 
diplomacy. means so much, it is 
hard to understand why Army 
permits such unethical, pressur- 
ized fund drives. I cannot think 
of a better way to alienate the 
service member from_the once 
pleasant feeling of giving some- 
thing to a worthwhile effort. 

How can a fund drive be vol- 
untary when the following oc- 
curs: . 

1. A money goal ‘ts set, 
rather than a per cent partici- 
pation goal. 

2. No monies collected in 
unmarked envelope are count- 
ed in the units “money goal.” 

3. A roster is kept to in- 
clude the names and amount 
donated (these are not sep- 
arate—the money donated is 
Opposite the name). 

4. Unit commanders are giv- 
en a money goal to reach and are 
themselves intimidated to such 
a point that they do all within 
their power to attain said goal. 
Here competition is keen be- 
tween commanders to attain a 
high position in the fund-raising 
standing. Apparently these com- 
manders think that this high 
standing will impress their com- 
manders—and be reflected in 
efficiency report. 

5. A fair share is established 
for each) pay grade and those in- 
dividuals falling within that pay 
grade are expected to contribute 
that much. This fair share is 
established, unit money goals set 
regardless of individual prob- 
lems. The individual, who earned 
the money, is told how much he 
should give by-~a person who has 
no idea what this individual’s 
obligations are. 

I think this comedy of dona- 
tions is simply a result of our 
system’s degeneration.

thy departure of Neil H. McElroy from his two-year 
tenure of office as Secretary of Defense is accompanied 
by an acknowledgment of the failure of his department to 


accomplish its primary mission 
— the defense of the United 
States. 

The failure, it should be quick- 
ly added, is not wholly Mr. Mc- 
Elroy’s. He inherited the roots of 
it from his predecessor Charles 
E. Wilson, and it is not easy to 
see what a man wholly inexperi- 
enced in defense affairs could 
have done in two years to over- 
come the blind inertial force of 
programs developed during the 
four preceding years. 

At any rate, Mr. McElroy has 
been compelled to admit that in 
the budget to be presented to 
Congress this year—the last for 
which he will be responsible— 
he has felt it necessary to re- 
quest funds for additional per- 
sonnel and spare engines to keep 
a proportion of heavy bombing 
panes of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand constantly airborne. 

This is, of course, an emer- 
gency measure—a stopgap. Its 
purpose is to maintain a nuclear 
striking force continuously in- 
vulnerable to surprise destruc- 
tion by Soviet ballistic missiles. 
Since these missiles are design- 
ed to attack fixed targets and 
have no other value, targets in 
motion cannot be successfully at- 
tacked by them. 

And since we cannot count on 
any warning at all for the next 
two to five years, we cannot ex- 
pect to get airplanes off the 
ground even on the 15-minute 
alerts now being maintained by 
the Strategic Air Command. 

Therefore, beginning some- 
time during the coming year 
when the Soviet intercontinental 
missile force will be judged big 
enough to be dangerous, we must 
have planes constantly in the air 
if we are to have a credible and 
reliable deterrent. Deterrence is 
in the enemy’s mind. He will 
not be deterred from launching 
a surprise attack by weapons sys- 
tems he thinks he can destroy 
by surprise. 

So the airborne alert is some- 
thing we have to do for safety. 
It is the best we can do with the 
weapons we have or will have 
during 1960. It is hideously ex- 
pensive both in money and in 
wear and tear on air crews and 
aircraft. 

Gen. Thomas S. Power, com- 
mander of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand, testifying before the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee earlier this year, described 
the airborne alert in these 
words: “A system known as air- 
borne alert where we maintain 
airplanes in the air 24 hours a 
day, loaded with bombs, on sta- 
tion ready to go to the target. 
This is a difficult way to live. 

There are long, hard hours for 
everybody. It never has been at- 
tempted in the history of the 
world before. We have tested 
it, and we know we can do it. I 
think it is possibly the only de- 
terrent force we will have dur- 
ing that time period” (i.e., the 
period before we can hope to 
have a missile-warning system in 
operation). 

“T do not want to keep an Air- 
borne alert from here on out into 


the future,” General Power 
addedd 

On the testimony of Gen. 
Thomas D. White, Air Force 





Chief of Staff, before the same 
committee, the additional operat- 
ing and maintenance cost of a 
large-scale airborne alert might 
run to well over a billion dollars 
annually without taking into ac- 
count the provision of spare en- 
gines and other items or replace- 
ment of aircraft and equipment 
due to excessive wear. 

It would hardly be possible to 
make a more critical commentary 
on the lack of foresight with 
which our deterrent weapons 
program has been developed 
than the admission that in this 
coming year we are going to be 
compelled to resort to this ex- 
temporized and expensive pro- 
cedure in order to have any siz- 
able deterrent force which can 
survive a surprise attack. 

Nor would it be possible to un- 
derline more strongly the funda- 
mental importance of mobility as 
the basic quality required for a 
deterrent force under circum- 
stances which allow the enemy 
the privilege of striking first. 

It seems only common sense to 
reason that as the enemy knows 
he can strike the first blow, and 
upon that first blow he must 
stake all his hope of avoiding 
substantial retaliation, and final- 
ly that we know his main argu- 
ment is. useless against mobile 


targets, the United States is wast- 


ing its money if it invests a nick- 
el in retaliatory weapons which 
are not mobile. 

We are now compelled to di- 
vert much effort and expense to 
providing emergency mobility 
for the planes of the Strategic 
Air Command. 

What is to be said of our enor- 
mous investment in fixed-base 
missiles, which cannot be given 
even emergency mobility—which 
are just sitting ducks for Soviet 
missiles? 

What, in future, will historians 
say Of a people skilled and ex- 
perienced in sea warfare and 
with far better access to the sea

Engineer Training Center 
Celebrates Its 19th Year 


FORT LEONARD WOOD, Mo. — 
Fort Leonard Wood, the Army’s 
engineer training center, recently 
celebrated its 19th birthday. 

What has become the nation’s 
largest engineer training center 
began 3 December 1940. No one 
even recorded the name of the 
soldier who turned the first spade 
of dirt. 

The '71,000-acre reservation is 
situated in a region rich in mili- 
tary history, dating back to the 
Civil War when it was the site of 
small Union Army encampments.

WHEN SECRETARY of the 
Army Wilber M. Brucker signed 
the order making Fort Leonard 
Wood a permanent installation 21 
March 1956 wheels immediately 
began turning to improve the post. 

The story of Fort Wood really 
began in 1940. The problems were 
immense — mud hampered opera- 
tions; workmen living off post with- 
out modern comforts. Even water 
for shaving had to be heated. on 


improvised coal stoves and trans- 
ferred to wash basins on shelves 
hanging about makeshift wash- 
rooms, However, the job was done 
in six months. 

The post takes its name from 
Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, a former 
chief of staff and a hero of the 
Spanish-American War. 

Closed in 1946 after training 
some 300,000 combat troops, Wood 
was reactivated in

at Fort Benning. It wilt remain at 
Benning its reorganization 
as an OVUREP unit, its training 
from scratch for the job of going 
to Korea until it is ready to go. 

Target date for arrival in Korea 
is between 12 March and 19 March 
1961, some 15 months from now. 
What battle group it will replace, 
and what division it will be as- 
signed to has yet to be decided. 
In facet, 
spokesmen, there is still much un- 
certainty about the OVUREP pro- 
gram. It ig possible that it will 
never go into effect. On the other 
hand, the Army has in preparation 
a series of letters, directives and 
regulations which should firmly 
establish the program when they 
are issued. These papers include 
directives for the reorganization of 
the Ist BG, Tith Inf. and its re- 
classification in the “Strategic 
Army Force” (STRAF—the backup 
force for STRAC) which will give 
the battle group high priority for 
personnel but place it low on the 
list of units to be sent overseas to 
any place other than Korea. The 
papers also include the OVUREP 
Army Regulation, an OVERUP in- 
struction letter Number 1 giving 
more detailed instructions on dates 
for achieving various degrees of 
readiness and instructions on the 
exact composition of the battle 
group.

THE 1ST BG, 11TH INF. will 
formally be named an OVUREP 
unit on 14 February. 


The day before—14 February— 
“Cadre Element A” of 199 men is 
to be present for duty. This cadre 
element will.consist of 27 officers, 
three warrant officers, 120 noncom- 
missioned officers and 49 enlisted 
men—mostly necessary specialists 
such as clerks, cooks and so forth. 

One month later on 13 March the 
second cadre group, “Cadre Ele- 
ment B”, is to be present for duty. 
This element will contain 21 offi- 
cers, 87 noncommissioned officers 
and 64 enlisted men. The last cadre, 
“Cadre Element C”, in which there 
will be 13 officers will report at a 
still later date not yét firm. 

With these three cadre elements 
present, the Ist BG, 11th Inf. will 
have a complete cadre of 61 offi- 
cers, three warrant officers, 207 
NCO’s and 113 other enlisted mem- 
bers for a total of 384.

Monitors Missile Flights 





Refitted Cargo Ship 
Becomes Science Lab 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala. 


The U.S. Army ship, American 


Mariner, a converted and refitted Liberty vessel of War II 
vintage, is an ocean-going scientific station providing a wealth 
of information on the flight characteristics of medium and 


long-range missiles. 


The ship carries 
of scientists and technicians plus 
an array of precision equipment for 
taking optical and_ electronic 
measurements of the terminal 
phases of a missile’s flight. 

The Mariner is not equipped for 
transporting missiles and is not in- 
tended for missile firing operations. 
The measurements it obtains are 
part of the advanced research in 
ballistic missile defense being 


managed by the Advanced Research | 


Projects Agency.

THE MARINER began her 
scientific investigations for ARPA

in February 1959, sailing from 
Baltimore, Md., for the South 
Atlantic.

The present code went into effect 
in 1951. It has not been altered 
since, although the services have 
long felt it should be. They say 
some of its provisions are cumber- 
some, thus causing long delays in 
the administration of justice. 

The Defense UCMJ bill is a 
“compromise” among the services. 
But it’s a start, a step that will get 
the entire problem into the hearing. 
No one expécts Defense’s bill to 
go through Congress without ex- 
tensive changes.

ment, the most significant change 
in the new policy is the emphasis 
placed on quality of service 
rendered by carriers holding.con- 
tracts to move uncrated house- 
hold goods. In the past, contract 
holders were rotated, that is, the 
transportation officer would assign 
a company to carry an individual's 
household goods according to a 
roster. This more or less guaran- 
teed that every accepted company 
got an equal share of the business. 
This rotation of carriers was made 
without regard to the quality of 
service rendered. 

Now, however, some rotation will 
continue to be made asd enough 
carriers will be kept on the roster 
to assure that peak load periods 
will not overtax their facilities.

Defense announcement. 

Since rates in interstate move- 
ment of uncrated household goods 
are controlled by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, there is 
little competition among carriers 
sincerely interested in getting gov- 
ernment business.

with the survey, on 30 June there 
were 33,394 Regular Army male 
officers, 545,587 Regular Army en- 
listed men. There were 10,603 war- 
rant officers which was not broken 
down to show how many are Regu- 
lars, how many from other compo- 
nents on EAD. 


By grade, the survey showed that 
96 out of every 100 colonels, 97 
out of every 100 lieutenant colonels, 
96 out of every 100 majors, 93 out 
of every 100 captains, 75 out of 
every 100 first lieutenants, and 56 
out of every 100 second lieutenants 
are married. 

Among warrant officers, 95. of 100 
W-4’s, 94 of 100 W-3’s, 93 of 100 
W-2’s and 90 of 100 W-l’s are mar- 
ried. 

For the top three enlisted grades 
(E-9, ES and E-7) the survey 
showed that 94 out of every 100 
are married; 89 of every 100 E-6’s, 
77 of every 100 E-5’s, 42 of every 
100 E-4’s, 24 of every 100 E-3’s, 17 
of every 100 E-2’s and 13 of every 
100 E-1’s are married.

MILITARY 


Two excellent books about D- 
Day in Normandy came out this 
year. They are Cornelius Ryan’s 
The Longest Day (Simon and 
Schuster, $4.95) and David 
Howarth’s D-Day (McGraw-Hill, 
$4.95). Ryan based his book on 
official documents and hundreds 
of interviews of men on both 
sides. Howarth’s work consists 
of 30 vignettes describing the ac- 
tion on 6 June 1944. 

One of the most popular mili- 
tary books of the year, wow be- 
ing made into a movie, ‘was 
Charlton Ogburn’s The Maraud- 
ers. It is an excellent account of 
Merrill’s Marauders in Burma, 
written by a veteran of that un- 
happy campaign (Harper, $4.50). 

Perhaps the most spectacular 
military book of the year is the 
West Point Atlas of American 
Wars, edited by Col. Vincent J. 
Esposito (Praeger, $47.50), The 
two volumes contain about 400 
pages of clear, large maps in 
several colors, plus about 250,000 
words of explanatory text. The 
atlas clearly describes every bat- 
tle Americans have fought since 
before the Revolution, plus a 
few fought primarily by our Al- 
lies. 

Another comprehensive  vol- 
ume that came out this year is 
Lt. Col. Mark M. Boatner’s The 
Civil War Dictionary (McKay, 
$15). This contains 2000 capsule 
biographies plus thousands of 
descriptions of political events, 
battles and campaigns, all ar- 
ranged alphabetically. 

The flood of Civil War books 
increase in 1959. Among the best 
were George R. Stewart’s Pick- 
ett’s Charge (Houghton Mifflin, 
$5), Lincoln Finds a General, 
by Kenneth P.. Williams. (Mac- 
millan, $7.50), and the first of 
four volumes by Allan Nevins, 
The War for the Union (Scrib- 
ners, $7.50). 


The Army did well by itself, 


publishing five more volumes in 
its high-quality history of World 
War II. These were The Army 
and Economic Mobilization, by 
R. Elberton Smith $5.25); The 
Corps of Engineers: Troops and 
Equipment, by Blanche D. Coll, 
Jean E. Keith and Herbert Ros- 
enthal ($4); The Chemical War- 
fare Service: Organizing for 
War, by Leo Brophy and George 
B. Fisher ($4); Cartwheel: Re- 
duction of Rabaul, by John Miller 
Jr. ($5.25); and Logistical Sup- 
port of the Armies, Vol. II 
(European Theater of Opera- 
tions), by Roland G. Ruppenthal 
($4.50). 

The Army also supplied the 
material for Command Decisions, 
a study of the factors influenc- 
ing the major decisions of War 
II, edited by Kent Robert Green- 
field (Harcourt Brace, $5.95). 

A considerable number of 
Navy-type books also appeared 
during 1959. One of the best was 
Samuel Eliot Morison’s 13th vol- 
ume in his War II naval history, 
titled The Liberation of the 
Philippines. The author pulls no 
punches in describing the battles 
and assessing the blame in the 
case of failures (Little, Brown, 
$6.50). 

Another popular Navy book 
was Ken Jones’ Destroyer Squad- 
ron 23, an account of the ex- 
ploits of Adm. Arleigh Burke’s 
gallant force (Chilton, $4.95). 
The U.S. Naval Institute also 
issued its Navy Customs, Tradi- 
tions and Usage ($5.50). 

Leathernecks had their history 
told, too, in a big, handsome 
The United States Marines, by 
Lynn Montross (Rinehart, $10). 

An excellent study of the Bat-

(U.S. Naval Institute, $4.50). 

Among the better books on the 
big war written by an insider 
was Charles de Gaulle’s Unity: 
1942-44 (Simon and Schuster, 
$6). A British view of some of 
the same fighting appeared in 
Capt. B. H. Liddell-Hart’s The 
Tanks, a history of Britain’s 
armored force in two volumes 
(Praeger, $15). 

A well-written account of Ger- 
many’s defeat of the French 
army in 1940 is The Battle of 
France, by Col. A. Goutard, who 
was an officer on the losing side 
(Ives Washburn, $4). One of the 
best accounts of a naval engage- 
ment during the past year was 


C. S. Forester’s The Last Nine..

Also worth nothing are Cyril 
Falls’ The Great War, a new

FORT RILEY, Kans. — The First Infantry 
Division is still THE BIG RED ONE and never, 
according to its CG, Maj. Gen. Harvey H. 
Fischer, “have men walked more proud and 
more tall.” 

Taken out of STRAC with the loss of some of its 
older famous units and made a training division, the 

“ar First has lost none of its 
esprit de corps and the mor- 
ale of its NCOs is notice- 
ably afid remarkably high. 

Moreover, in training 
its two-year draftees and its 
six-months RFA volunteers, 
the Big Red One is teach- 
ing them that intangible 
pride of outfit that sends 
them back to civilian life 
forever boosters of the First 
much liké Notre Dame has 
its sidewalk alumni scat- 
tered throughout the land. 

Recruits are not here 
more than a day or so when, 
Gen. Fischer said, “they get 
that First Division patch 
slapped on their shoulder 
right away.”

Division so that the Big Red One probably has the largest 
civilian cheering section of any military unit of its size.

These figures total up to about 10,803 against an au- 
thorized strength of 13,751 It is apparent that EM 
strength of its regulars is hurting most.

The modern construction is in startling contrast to 
some of the old and historic buildings on the post built 
out of limestone blocks quarried from the Kansas hills.

ALSO ON POST is the Aggressor School, a unit of 
CONARC, part of the new look of the United States 
Army. In 1946 a board of 100 general Army officers, 
veterans of World War II and Korea, found that there 
was a lack of realism in Army field training. So the Ag- 
gressor center was established in December 1946. 

Advisory teams are trained to teach soldiers how 
to act as aggressor forces in maneuvers. They represent 
an Army from a mythical enemy country and to make 
this realistic those selected for aggressors in training 
wear a special green uniform. The school has three 
million dollars worth of equipment afd has close to 
150,000 of the strange uniforms. 

Nearly 700,000 U.S. soldiers have worn these Nazi- 
looking uniforms in maneuvers and ridged helmets. A 
school statement says that use of the uniform gives a 
realism to maneuvers “which cannot be duplicated out- 
side of actual combat.” It added: 

“This ... has created a deeper interest in maneu- 
vers on part of both U.S. force soldiers and those 
soldiers selected to portray the maneuver enemy. 
Greater interest in maneuvers means more effective 
training.” 

So if the newcomer to Fort Riley sees a group of 
strange looking soldiers march across the patade ground

PROBABLY the most famous of all 4th Cavalry 
heroes was Ranald Slidell Mackenzie, leader of “Mac- 
kenzie’s Raiders” who actually went across the Mexican 
border without formal orders. Mackenzie was one of 
General Phil Sheridan’s “Young Tigers” along with 
George Armstrong Custer, the colorful but erratic officer 
who lost his command and his own life on the banks of 
the Little Big Horn. At that time, however, Custer was 
leading a unit of the 7th Cav and not the 4th. 

The 4th Cav also served in the Philippines from 
1905 to 1907 when the Army found its .38 caliber re- 
volvers were almost useless and shifted to the side 
arm it still uses today, the 45. 

It missed World War I but is was there in the D-Day 
landings in Normandy in World War II and also fought 
in the Battle of the Bulge, Northern France, Ardennes- 
Alsace,-Rhineland and Central Europe to the seizure of 
Bogheim, Germany, The Fourth fought with the First 
in World War II. 

- * * 

FOLLOWING the war, the Fourth became a part 
of the U.S. Constabulary forces and remained on occu- 
pation duty in Europe. In 1949, the 4th Reconnaissance 
Squadron was redesignated the 4th Armored group. 
This unit remains on duty with the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization forces in Europe today. 

It seemed that the Fourth might be “lost” to his- 
tory in continuing lineage and that is one of the 
things that is wrong with the Army today, in this 
writer’s humble opinion. The Army — in shuffling 
around its organizations — seems to forget about, at 
least disregard, that a proud past can be carried 
into the future with even a greater valor. 

However, the outfit was “saved.” The 1st’ Recon- 
naissance Squadron of the 4th Cav, now an integral 
part of the First Division, was reactivated here at Fort 
Riley when the Big Red One adopted its new pentomic 
structure. 

As the scouting force of the First, the unit probably 
would comprise the first troops of the division to con- 
tact an enemy in the event of war. 

Tough as it is, tie Big Red One as a training divi- 
sion ecouldn’t conceivably be ready to fight tomorrow. 
It would have to have either new -veteran units or be 
given time to shake down its trainees. Recently, one 
bateh of recruits was fully trained for the battlefield 
in 22 weeks instead of the usual 34 and it came out with 
a superior rating. 

This would indicate it would take at least that many 
weeks to make the First to get ready for.a fight if the 
whistle blew tomorrow. And this to many old timers of 
the First is considered tragic. 

“I wonder if the public really knows what’s hap- 
pening to the Army,” one topkick said. “They tell 
you in Washington that the Army’s ready to fight 
tomorrow. Well, we ain’t, not unless we get some of 
our old outfits back.” 

This is not inconsistent with the report that the 
Big Red One morale is high. Rather it is to say that 
the hard core cadre of the First would like to be the 
first to fight. ,

The 13th If. is one of the few units in the Army 
whose motto “First at Vicksburg” commemorates a 
defeat rather than a victory. It losa nearly half of ~ 
its men in charging that southern fortress in a futile 
attempt to overrun it on 19 May, 1863. But so gallant 
was the charge that General William T. Sherman or- 
dered the 13th to carry the motto “First at Vicks- 
burg” on its colors. 


The Lions of Cantigny, or the Black Lions, now 
designated as the 1st BG, 28th Inf., have fought their 
way around the world from the jungles of Mindanao to 
the Hurtgen Forest. “Only” 58 years old, the 28th 
served in the Philippines and War I and was the first 
American combat unit to set foot on American soil. 
On 8 May, 1918 it led the first large scale American 
offensive of the war at the village of Cantigny. 

Thus the First is’ steeped in history. 


It has done a splendid job in keeping these tra- 
ditions. alive, not only among the troops but in the sur- 
rounding communities. Relics of the past can be seen 
at Custer’s old, turreted headquarters which now house 
the Fort’s museum. The museum is in charge of MSgt. 
Leslie E. Downer. Thousands of tourists visit the mu- 
seum every year.

THE FORT is located on Kansas State Route 18 
which connects Junction City and Manhattan. The lat- 
ter is the home of Kansas State University and its wide 
quiet streets are typical of a serenity to be found in near- 
by towns. 

Few are the saloons because the state of Kansas 
bars liquor by the drink. However, there are bottle 
clubs where a soldier can take his own liquor after 
he joins at a nominal cost, These are orderly and 
strictly controlled. 

There is a fine USO facility in Junction City’s 
Municipal Auditorium, and Mrs. Ruth Wells, who runs 
it, is the mother to thousands of soldiers, and their 
wives. 

The usual recreational facilities are available both 
on and off post.. Building now on post is a new rod 
and gun club and there also is a modern service club for 
EM. it was crowded on a Sunday morning and that 
indicates it is used and not by-passed by soldiers.

Look beneath it and what do you 
see? . 

You see mostly an unskilled man. 
The rate of unemployment among 
laborers is a startling 10 percent— 
meaning one of every 10 jobless to- 
day is unskilled. In contrast, the 
rate of unemployment among pro- 
fessionals, technical workers, ete. 
is a scant one out of 100. 

You see mostly a young person. 
Although the common idea is that 
the jobless person is an older 
worker, the percentage of unem- 
ployment in the 14-24 age group is 
far above the percentage in the 
over-25 category. The explanation 
lies in the above paragraph—lack 
of skills. For these jobless are 
what Dr. Seymour Wolfbein, man- 
power chief of the Labor Dept. 
calls “the drop-outs, the ones who 
quit school before getting educa- 
tion and training.” They are the 
misfits who are the bottom of the 
job pile. 

You see a Negro. Tue percentage 
of unemployed nonwhites is double 
the percentage of unemployed 
whites. Of those jobless today for 
more than a half-year, one of four 
is nonwhite against one of 10 in the 
labor force as a whole. The expla- 
nation lies in the two characteristics 
already mentioned; the Negro is 
most likely to be unskilled, to leave 
school early. 


once worked in an industrial city 
—quite probably one of the long- 
depressed coal mining, metalwork- 
ing, textile, pottery centers in our 
land. The pools of joblessness still 
are in areas chronically distressed;

Beneath the surface is the fact 
that after each postwar recession 
the percentage of unemployed in 
our country appears to be leveling 
out at a higher figure. After the 
1948-49 recession the percentage 
averaged around 3.1 percent; after 
the 1953-54 recession, around 43 
percent; after the 1957-58 recession, 
the “normal” seems to be around 
5 percent. 

Beneath the surface is the fact 
that despite the great need for un- 
derstanding the plight of the un- 
skilled worker in our nation and 
solving the problem, pitifully little 
is being done about it. “The impor- 
tance of education and training 
cannot be overstressed,” says Wolf- 
bein. But there is no evidence of a 
national information program on
